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NURSING AMONG DEEP-SEA FISHERMEN

THE Royal National Mission Deep-Sea Fishermen England,” 
spite its cumbrous and unwieldy title, has achieved some measure 
success field labor ‘which, anywhere the world, things 
clumsy and unwieldy are discount. 

The Mission’s object described the port and starboard bows 
its thirteen sailing- and steam-ships being Heal the Sick” and 
“Preach the Gospel.” use the singular, for its peculiar fields 
labor these terms are practically synonymous. 

The first hospital ship for the benefit deep-sea fishermen was 
launched 1889. She was intended further the Kingdom God 
earth among those vikings to-day exposed their perilous calling 
almost every physical danger, and extend some the blessings 
civilization their times need. Like almost every errand mercy 
undertaken the old country during the last century, the Mission re- 
ceived not only the personal sympathy and support Queen 
Victoria, but the vessel received her name and personal inspection. The 
success the enterprise soon caused this small floating hospital 
followed consort called the Albert, and later third and fourth 
boat similar type. They were ketch-rigged vessels one hundred 
one hundred and fifty tons burden, British oak hulls, copper-fastened, 
teak-decked, and iron hatches, enable them meet with impunity the 
devastating the German Ocean. 

These large British fisheries are carried fleets sailing-smacks 
under fishing admiral, and were permanent institutions sea all the 
year round, only now and again one vessel coming out from home 
another returned refit for fresh voyage. The lives these men were 
spent out sight land. 
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About 1890 fishing owners began realize that fish were growing 
the grounds near home, and that delays, caused calms 
head winds, sailing-vessels their way and from the fleets were 
making them unremunerative. 

The small, fast steamer, which carried the daily catch from the fleet 
the market, caught much fish one night the sailing-vessels 
three. The owners therefore made experiments with steam trawlers, 
which proved remunerative that revolution almost broke out, and 
the once dainty and picturesque sailing-fleets were gradually replaced 
grimy but ever-busy steamers. keep pace with the change, the Mission 
was forced alter its policy, and 1900 the steam hospital trawler 
Alpha was launched. Like most the Mission’s vessels, she helped 
defray her heavy current expenses sharing the labors the fishery 
with those she was stationed among. Since then two more hospital steam- 
ers have been added the home waters. 

Only rare occasions, and then for very brief periods, has the 
nursing these vessels been undertaken women. The reason was 
means for lack volunteers, but simply the exigencies the work. 

The in-patients are never kept longer than absolutely necessary, 
being transferred shore hospitals the earliest opportunity. The 
fishing-fleets are seldom more than three- four-days’ journey from the 
land, except the Icelandic grounds, and there fleeting has not been 
found sufficiently remunerative make the fleet permanency. 

The nurse board has always been either the doctor himself 
male attendant, signed the articles hand,” but who 
all calls—a veritable handy man.

The fishing there extends over coast-line about one thousand 
miles. The fisher-folk are mostly Newfoundlanders, who every spring 
swarm the coast every imaginable kind craft. Men, women, chil- 
dren, nets, boats, salt, barrels beef, pork, flour, molasses, goats, fowls, 
dogs, and such like are huddled together indescribable confusion the

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holds and cabins. The people would total some thirty thousand, 
inclusive few Nova Scotians and occasional Gloucester banker 
working the great halibut banks off the east coast, and which driven 
seek shelter medical assistance. These, with the scattered residents, 
numbering some four thousand whites and fifteen hundred Esquimaux, 
form the quota which practise. 

The first cruise revealed the fact that the different conditions 
this fishery involved least one shore hospital relieve the congested 
cabins the ship and enable her free enough cover large 
coast-line any efficient manner and any adequate way cope with the 
serious cases. Thus, this first year localized epidemic diphtheria, 
which caused twenty-seven deaths, received attention all, having, 
were, burned itself out before was even heard the hospital 
ship, which was delayed another section the coast. more 
exact, the victims had received local treatment. One unfortunate parent, 
whose whole family three boys had perished, told had applied 
salt herring outside the throat blister it, and had greased the inside 
with candle break the velum.” 

the fall the year the ship recrossed the Atlantic, and the 
spring 1893 brought out the first two nurses, Miss Cecilia Williams and 
Miss Ada Carwardine, both trained the London Hospital, with two 
additional doctors. Miss Carwardine was landed island the 
north side the entrance Belle Isle, called Caribou Island. Here 
house had been obtained for small hospital, and many things could 
collected desolate place enjoying such poor facilities for trans- 
portation. With the aid these, her lasting credit, Miss Carwardine 
equipped and carried small hospital until the approach winter 
drove the staff from those inhospitable shores. 

small wood hospital frame had been sent down island two 
hundred miles farther north the entrance Hamilton Inlet, and with 
the hospital fair supply material. Unfortunately, rough weather 
prevented the small mail steamer from landing the framework the 
occasion her first two visits. therefore continued cruise the coast 
until too late the year ready for use. Nurse Williams therefore 
remained for the season the ship. small steam launch was also 
added this year the strength the Mission, and this has since been 
replaced larger one, while the sailing hospital ship has been itself 
replaced properly equipped hospital steamer eighty-seven tons, 
carrying even ten-inch X-ray apparatus. This was largely the gift 
the High Commissioner Canada, who had lived for many years 
the Labrador coast. The ship was named the Strathcona. 

The hospitals have gradually become, instead mere appendages 
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the ship, the mainstay the work out here, and the present moment 
third and larger one process erection the north coast New- 
foundland close the south side the Straits Belle Isle, while the 
capacity each Labrador hospital has been nearly doubled additions. 

side issue the main work series small stores 
have been started assist ameliorating the condition trade inau- 
gurating cash system, universal and abominable “truck” system 
having hitherto blighted the coast. small lumber-mill similar 
basis has also been started assist giving work winter when the 
sea frozen. 

Returning the subject our paper, the work the nurses, 
clear that one the chief interests this work from the point view 
the nurses consists the variety duties imposed upon them. 
nurse compelled undertake duties which call out many faculties 
necessarily unused where supplies emergencies can obtained for 
money. Thus, when the hospital range unexpectedly failed the north- 
ern hospital Nurse Williams had cook for three months with the 
assistance iron pot for barking nets wood fire among the rocks 
outside the hospital, and had keep patient hot bath for three 
weeks, the water-supply being derived from large tar-boiler borrowed 
for the purpose. There melancholy satisfaction, selfish one, pos- 
sibly, that the nurse shares with the doctor, being the best her kind 
available, seeing she the only one for hundreds miles—the only 
resource for skilled help for many splendid specimens the Anglo- 
Saxon race. 

Again, everything one has really learned realized valuable 
addition one’s stock trade, and then one begins appreciate the 
value thorough training and grateful for any opportunities 
acquiring knowledge. Incidentally one learns often how ignorant one 


really practical matters. knowledge how convert the only 


available, generally unorthodox, and often unpalatable article diet into 
something calculated tempt the jaded appetite. without injury the 
constitution, some sick man gift Providence. Thus, epi- 
demic typhoid fever among our Esquimaux patients were enabled 
successfully diet them seal-blubber. The nurse has also plenty 
scope for genius turning account the crude material that the country 
provides for additions her nursing staff. Nor easy matter 
first order for twelve months ahead supplies for hospital sufficient 
quantity without waste strictly basis the available 
funds permit. For, addition, the nurse must able afford send 
away with many our patients, who are often terribly poor, both 
stock clothing and some form nourishing and easily assimilated food.

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times, when severe operation cases have watched day and 
night, the doctor called keep alternate vigils with the nurse.

not offer materially compensatory benefits. own first experience 
night-watch with gastrostomy patient for carcinoma the 
made previous respect for nurses amount almost veneration, the 
low moaning the patient made the dismal hours darkness that 
lonely ward away the bleak regions the inhabited earth very climax 
gloom. One realizes then what the thing means,—the gentle hand, the 
quiet tread, the hushed room, the subdued light, the deft arrangements 
for warmth and pure air, the spotless cleanliness the white linen, the 
knowing exactly what best relieve the parched mouth and racked 
body, the little but invaluable adjuncts that modern science offers 
suffering humanity. has more than once been lot, when travelling 
winter between the small settlements, appreciate the converse: 
called operate single handed valuable life crowded hut, 
filled with noisy children, with only wood screen that separates the tiny 
living-room, which serves the whole family for all purposes, from the still 
tinier one that serves them all for where noise cease- 
less, ventilation impossible; where every amenity unattainable; where 
the temperature must either roasting freezing; where the frowzy 
filth the scanty, unwashed, much-patched renders asepsis 
hopeless, and the solitary cracked basin and mean rag towel form the 
entire complement for all ablutions—which things serve subdivision 
for sermon the gospel nursing. But even these grim deficiencies 
afford occasional amusing aspect. Thus, one occasion the weary 
surgeon, having decided was safe husband his energies lying down 
during his watch patient whose breast had been removed for scirrhous 
cancer, attached string his big toe, leaving the other end around his 
patient’s wrist with injunctions pull necessary. had scarcely 
dozed off when was startled violent traction, exerted his not 
unmuscular patient. Hurrying the bedside, was informed, 
thought you would like know have had good sleep, 
would not tell what answered. 

was soon found impossible close both Labrador hospitals 
winter and leave the unfortunate residents, who were fast learning 
appreciate the possibilities skilled help, without single resource dur- 
ing the many months they are cut off from the outside world the sea 
ice. the southern hospital was stocked against winter. doctor was 
left travel the coast, and Nurse Carwardine hold the hospital 
refuge for all comers. Though the nurse had fewer patients 
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during the winter, the actual tax her capacities was much greater and 
thus made her work proportionately more enjoyable. She was not infre- 
quently called exercise all the functions the absent doctor. 

Nine-years’ experience has shown how well they have succeeded. 
Any possible monotony relieved calls for her services 
distance from the hospital. She has then trust herself dog-team 
and komatik, over snow-covered hills and frozen arms the sea, 
don snowshoes and fur robes and tramp through wood and dale 
wherever she needed. Thus, one occasion Nurse Carwardine trav- 
elled far St. Paul’s River and back the Gulf St. Lawrence, 
when diphtheria was raging. She covered distance two hundred 
miles. And the nurse should know how handle boat summer 
well dog-team winter Labrador. 

Odd times are filled the mission-room with classes for all ages 
and sexes, for instruction everything and anything, from the three R’s 
through cooking and needlework mothers’ meetings and Sunday-school 
classes. visiting from house house she can much make life 
happier and brighter for those around her. Every year scattered friends 
have been good enough remember these out-of-the-world people with 
discarded toys, books all sorts, second-hand garments, and varieties 
odds and ends, all which find place country like this. The over- 
sight and distribution these fall eagerly the nurse. She thus mixes 
the functions Dorcas, Grace Darling, Miss Nightingale, and others.

After lights were out all the nurses joined hanging the stocking 
beside the fireplace, amid the expectant hush all the patients, whose 
hearts were filled with the true Christmas spirit, Good-will men.”

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FIVE HUNDRED CASES PNEUMONIA

the year 1901 the Nurses’ Settlement New York recorded 
upon its books five hundred cases pneumonia, which the nurses were 
called either the family different physicians. this number 
forty-seven were sent hospitals (almost always through the advice and 
urging the nurse), fifty-seven died home,—of these many were cases 
which pneumonia had supervened complication scarlet fever, 
measles, or, not infrequently, chicken-pox, which was associated 
with meningitis, was complicated burns, other injuries, some 
chronic the remaining three hundred and ninety-six were 
successfully cared for their homes. 

may interest the readers the review with 
this group patients, their surroundings and circumstances, and their 
nursing care and management. 

The doctors’ calls usually come hastily written prescription 


blank, brought sympathizing neighbor, and are the following style: 


Miss Kindly send one your nurses attend baby 
204 Street, top, front, right; pneumonia. The family poor and unable 
give proper care.” 


The nurse whose district belongs makes such case her first 
visit, and she draws near the house, which one solid block 
stories above the basement, she adjusts her bag and her 
back for long climb. She enters the kitchen three-roomed home, 
the usual tenement-house dwelling, and before she goes the patient 
may observe all the details this, which typical interior its 
kind, showing all the characteristics taste, care for the little house- 
hold gods, and love the tiny home common the Russian, Roumanian, 
Polish, and other foreign peoples among whom she works. 

The world general has mistaken idea that poverty synonymous 
with dirt and squalor. While order and cleanliness, according our 
standards, are hard attain the woman who must wife, mother, 
cook, nurse-maid, and laundress all one, yet they are often found 
remarkable degree. 

This little kitchen into which the nurse entered shows thrift and 
cleanliness its furnishings. There disorder, true, but illness, large 
family, and the early hour give explanation. White-frilled muslin 
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valances hang from the mantle over the stove, and each shelf the 
shallow closet bears the same white decoration. Plain white muslin cur- 
tains are draped back from the window. The deal table covered with 
white enamel cloth and broad white curtain conceals the set laundry 
tubs. the open closet-door hangs the copper pots and pans, polished 
brightness with ashes and vinegar, and the little mantel are the 
brass family heirlooms,—often flanked large 
brass tray, pan, samovar, with which the dollar American clock 
odd contrast. 

There are two other doors the kitchen. One opens into the large 
front room, which has two white-curtained windows looking the street 
and the family living-room day, but still bears signs being the 
sleeping-room several people night. The folding bed still down, 
two cots have not yet been put away, while the floor one corner are 
pillows and mattress from which someone has evidently just arisen. 

The third door leads into the bedroom proper. This the smallest 
the three, with its one window opening into the air-shaft. The bed 
fills just three-quarters the floor space, the width the room exactly 
corresponding its length. The bed being pushed into the corner, 
impossible pass around it, and all work has done from the 
one exposed side. The difficulty changing sheets and caring for 
patient such position need not described, yet sometimes neces- 
sary bring patients through short illnesses this inconvenient place. 
The remaining furniture this room consists chair the head, 
box trunk the foot the bed, and hanging from shelf against 
the wall motley assortment personal apparel. the bed are billows 
feather-beds and immense square feather pillows. The family wealth 
often limited these feathers, and have known mother pawn 
her one pillow order secure doctor for the sick one. 

amongst these pillows, covered some and completely sur- 


rounded others, the patient, child two years. The temperature 


104.5°, pulse 140, respiration 50. The fair, curly hair tangled and 
matted, the face and hands sticky with syrupy medicine, while the feet 
and legs are still soiled with the dirt the street. 

Two days ago little Becky began feverish and heavy. The 
next day she seemed suffering from heavy cold, and the advice 
neighbor the mother had fastened strip salt pork around the 
throat. Still growing worse, the family became alarmed and sent for the 
doctor. 

The nurse now begins her work, which plain before her. First, 
the pillows and feather-bed are removed; then the baby’s over-abun- 
dant clothing laid aside. characteristic primitive people

untaught the matter getting comfortably undressed into 
night-gown. This has taught them. Not only the usual clothing, 
but, with the dread “catching cold,” even extra garments are often 
piled the suffering patient, and thick woollen dress with outer apron 
and several petticoats may have taken off, baby relieved two 
skirts, heavy band, and canton-flannel gown. Next the cleansing soap- 
and-water bath given, one the cots the front room put into correct 
position light and air, fresh sheets and gowns loaned, perhaps, 
the settlement, and the little one laid there clean and refreshed. 

With tactful suggestions from the nurse, the mother begins see 
what help she can give, and with the help the oldest girl she closes the 
folding bed, puts away the other cot, and makes some attempts tidy- 
ing the room. 

All this preliminary the more definite nursing work, which 
includes showing the mother how give the alcohol sponge-bath, swab 
the mouth, arrange the ice-caps for the head, warm bottles, necessary, 
for the feet, and give the medicines and nourishment. 

Simple bedside notes are left for the doctor, showing the tempera- 
ture, pulse, and respiration, the general condition the child, with 
record the work done the nurse. 

case this kind, provided the mother fairly intelligent 
carrying out orders, will need but two visits day. 

the second visit, late the afternoon, the nurse repeats her 
records, gives the cooling bath, sees that all order, notes details 
about food and medicine, attends the mouth, the nostrils, the ice-cap, 
and all the little details. The simple enema the rectal irrigation 
hers attend to, the doctor expects her make this her care. 

The chart carried the doctor his evening hour one the 
family, thus keeping him cognizant all changes and saving expense 
the family. 


The care night left the family the patient not alarm-. 


ingly ill. Naturally the systematic care the hospital night duty 
not thought of. the patient sleeps, may feel sure she not dis- 
turbed for medicine nourishment; she wakes, may certain 
her wants will gratified, without much attention punctuality 
regularity, nevertheless the essentials will done. the case serious, 
and the doctor’s orders are stringent, night nurse engaged from 
reputable registry the regular rates, and the family cannot afford 
pay her, the settlement does so. 

surprising how well the majority patients with this 
simple, homely care. After couple days fairly orderly routine 
established, windows are coaxed open, the mother friends have learned 
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many little procedures, and often develop surprising quickness 
learning. The nurse’s records impress them, and the variations tem- 
perature arouse keen interest. Someone invariably inquires what the 
normal heat should be, and lessons the need bathing, fresh water 
drink, and pure air are driven forcibly the aid the thermometer 
when they would otherwise fall deaf ears. 

The termination continuance case bears relation the 
visits any one doctor, nervous, frightened family often changes 
its doctor two three times during given illness, while the nurse 
continues her work, doing the best she can with frequent change 
treatment conflicting orders. Her influence, course, the side 
few changes possible. 

far the largest proportion these pneumonia cases were infants 
and young children. Comparatively few were adults. The methods 
treatment are quite simple, necessarily. Often the first order given 
the doctor for cupping the anterior and posterior chest. This 
often done before the nurse arrives, for, strange may seem, the 
barber specialist cupping and leeching among the foreign residents 
our neighborhood, and who comes fill the order for these 
procedures. The druggist supplies the leeches, and they may frequently 
seen swimming water-tank the drug-store The barber has 
standing his window the rows cupping-glasses and applies them 
with much vigor, the purple disks left the skin testify. 

Most vogue the alcohol sponge-bath given every hour 
when the temperature 102° over. One physician still uses the old 
cotton pneumonia jacket conjunction with cooling baths. have 
not been able conclude that the cotton jacket any value far 
the course the illness concerned. Adult patients sometimes like 
the feeling warmth and snugness which gives, but patients general 
find uncomfortable garment, those left charge allow get 
wrinkled and lumpy. 

favorite method reducing temperature with children the 
mustard tub-bath. child’s tub filled three-fourths full with tepid 
water. Mustard the proportion one heaping tablespoonful 
gallon added. The patient given stimulant before being placed 
the tub; ice kept the head and constant gentle friction applied 
during immersion. The effect these baths felt for several hours, 
and hence this method has been found most satisfactory cases where 
the attendants cannot depended upon give regularly the hourly 
cooling sponge bath. 

Another method much employed that swathing the chest 
compress wrung out cold water and covered with oiled muslin. This

renewed every hour. damp bed and clothing, however, are apt result 
from this system. With all these modes treatment the ice-cap 
regulation feature. 

The question nourishment exceedingly difficult one solve. 
There are plans foot which hope will put this part the care 
the sick poor their homes upon more helpful basis. present 
are doing the best can with such facilities have hand.

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THE NURSING MENINGITIS 


MARY. JONES

THERE probably disease with which baby may afflicted 
that calls for more patience, tact, vigilance, and loyalty the physician 
charge than meningitis. The very hopelessness the case renders 
the family doubly anxious and suspicious. 

You are all too familiar with the disease make necessary 
describe the symptoms the various types, but one should always bear 
mind that these vary greatly infants from those adults older 
children, and the nurse can much assist the physician his diag- 
nosis careful observance and report the case. 

The baby should kept quiet darkened, well-ventilated room, 
and every care exercised not hit the bed otherwise jar the patient, 
who should moved turned with the utmost gentleness. good 
plan have extra crib, the change which rests the child; 
not disturbed much while his bed being made, and his bedding may 
more easily and frequently aired. This last quite important with 
any baby, and especially case illness which likely long, 
most forms meningitis. The night-gowns should made any 
soft, warm material, large enough removed easily, and never left 
wrinkles under the body. From the first one should take every precau- 
tion prevent bed-sores. The child emaciates rapidly, and before 
know the skin over the prominent bones getting red. This very 
true the back and sides the head. Even when the child resists our 
attempts move the muscles the neck, will often turn his own head 
from side side until first the hair worn off, then, unless are 
very careful, and sometimes spite our efforts, abrasions will occur. 
rubber ring little use here, one large enough relieve the 
pressure makes the child uncomfortable, while the rubber irritating.

Bromides and other sedatives are little use when once the convulsions 
have begun.

hot packs, hot mustard baths, the articles used must where they 
can obtained moment’s notice, and not have collected when 
wanted, thereby relieving the family any unnecessary suspense. Con-

Otitis media very common complication, and the babies 
seldom assist discovering this trouble holding the hands over 
the ear, older children, the nurse should the lookout for any 
sensitiveness unusual discomfort about this region. Often rise 
temperature the only indication the trouble until there perforation 
the drum. Then the nurse’s duty keep the ear clean. This 
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may done syringing with warm water every three hours 
wicking with absorbent cotton, these wicks changed frequently.

tion corrosive sublimate, 8000, and covered with corrosive 
dressing. needle generally introduced into the fourth space.

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other end tied the crib means tapes, prevents his getting the 
hands the face, and the same time allows much freedom motion. 
Above all things, let the parents see that you are doing your utmost for 
the child. you are getting too tired, call for another nurse, not 
relax your efforts for one moment. The time may probably coming 
when the only comfort for the parents will the thought that their baby 
was made comfortable human power could make him.

How gladly welcome our homes the friend with cheerful 
face who persists looking the bright side life, the letter bringing 
“good news from far country,” the book with laugh every 
page, the joyousness sunny spring morning which awakens hope 
and courage our hearts! And these trifles impress deeply when 
are strong and active, how much the more will they influence those 
who are shut world suffering. 


“Since trifles make the sum human things, 
And our misery from our foibles springs.” 


The nurse who possesses cheery, hopeful disposition will have 
tremendous influence for good with her patients, often pouring “the cup 
strength some great agony” which will raise them out the 
“slough despond” where many sufferers dwell. 

When there invalid the family, how naturally all the bright- 
ness the home life laid her feet. The most cheerful seat the 
fireside, the brightest books and flowers, and the daintiest morsels eat 
become her daily portion, thus illustrating the theory that cheerfulness 
every form essential the well-being the sick. 

shut out with shades, blinds, screens when not desired, and there 
are few patients who are not the better, morally and physically, for its 
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admittance into the room sometime during the day,—indeed, most 
cases material aid recovery. 

not always possible choose room the home that may 
best suit the invalid. rule, the patient will cling his her own 
room, even not the most convenient; and again, should the illness 
prove matter weeks months, where the larger share the 
nursing falls the lot the family, all extra work that would 
involved two three flights stairs, long passages, great distance 
from the bath-room must considered. However, where possible 
choose room beforehand for the patient, let large, sunny 
room, with good ventilation and far removed possible from the 
living-rooms the family. 

When preparing for surgical case infectious fever especial 
arrangements are required which will discuss later, but when the 
patient suffering from one the thousand and one lesser ills that 
flesh heir to, and which few days’ rest mind and body with 
tender home nursing often form the basis the cure, the arrangements 
the room are very simple, and the Gospel Cheerfulness” may have 
full sway. 

The bed should stand out little from the wall all sides allow 
the free passage air around it, screen being arranged pro- 
tect the patient from draughts. 

course, single iron bedstead all odds the best, but 
slight cases illness not absolute necessity. Unless un- 
avoidable, not allow the bed face window, the light falling 
directly the eyes for lengthened period most injurious. the 
illness promises long one, remove all unnecessary furniture and 
some the superfluous knick-knacks, they weary the eyes the 
patient and take great deal the nurses’ time dusting and keeping 
them order. Flowers, however, are never out place; they fill the 
room with cheer and brightness and are ever sweet messengers hope. 

little table the right-hand side the bed, covered with dainty 
white cloth, indispensable hold the many trifles required the 
patient. Medicine bottles boxes should kept out sight. the 
days “Sairy Gamp” the sick-room used present very much the 
appearance apothecary’s shop, where rows sticky medicine-bottles 
never for moment allowed the patient forget that some dreadful con- 
coction was poured down his throat frequent intervals. fact, 
far possible all appearance sick-room should avoided, and 
the necessary appliances for nursing kept either another room 
least out the patient’s sight. Soiled linen should removed once, 
and empty glasses dishes allowed stand about, they make 
very untidy appearance. 
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Every morning short time must spent arranging the room 
for the day. After the patient bathed, described the October 
number, bed changed, and any extra appliances used during the night 
have been removed, pass the carpet-sweeper softly over the floor (when 
there carpet-sweeper use small brush and dustpan gather 
the scraps), then dust the room quietly without making any unnecessary 
disturbance. Immaculate cleanliness regard patient, nurse, and 
room one the first principles nursing. matter how simple the 
home, how little there may make the room attractive, perfect 
cleanliness and good ventilation are always obtainable. When the supply 
extra linen limited, try the experiment keeping two changes 
hand all the time, every night and morning removing the night-gown, 
pillow-case, draw-sheet, and upper sheet, hanging them air 
adjacent room for the next twelve hours, thus providing the patient with 
refreshing change, and the same time making your supply clean 
linen last much longer period.

THE OUNCE PREVENTION

the present time the interest the nursing profession 
absorbed the questions State registration and preliminary and 
supplementary training that one the most important stones the 
foundations these magnificent superstructures completely 
sight of. 

The country to-day full earnest, intelligent young women who 
are desirous preparing themselves nurses and who 
are willing and anxious give the very best that them attain 
this end, and yet what have such guide help them their quest,— 
tell them what the essentials proper training are, impress 
them with the importance securing these? the other hand, there 
are numberless hospitals (some which could name) which advertise 
training-school and recognize obligation their nurses beyond the 
payment few dollars the end each month. the close 
stated period—two three years—the Boards Directors these 
bestow diploma and pin upon the poor, duped women whom they 
have worked nearly death, and who even yet not realize that they 
are and have been nothing but chambermaids. These are then turned 
loose upon the unsuspecting public trained nurses. Then follow the 
just complaints neglected abused patients and outraged physi- 
cians, and the whole profession suffers. 

Where does the fault lie? Where can fix the responsibility for 
this monstrous injustice? Surely not with the poor girls, who under- 
took the work all good faith, and who have given their time and 
strength and received nothing return—who not even understand 
what the word training means understand it! The awakening 
comes too late for the women themselves and for the profession when 
these bring opprobrium upon incompetence and unprofessional 
conduct. 

additional danger which besets the path these novices lies 
the alluring advertisements which appear from time time the 
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papers. The following has been running for some time one the 
most reliable journals the country, i.e., the Washington Post: 
train nurse—Study home; wonderfully attrac- 
tive opportunities and wages; simple, easy; all can learn; 
our plan indorsed Chicago’s leading physicians, because the 
only practical one; Pres. Harper, Chicago Univ., indorses cor- 
respondence studies; diploma months; catalogue free. 
American Correspondence School for Nurses, 169 Dearborn, 
Chicago. 

“Short cuts” are always tempting youth, and those with 
neither experience nor information the subject what golden oppor- 
tunity this seems offer? There one hand who qualified 
warn them, and the lesson that everything which worth having 
must paid for just equivalent value effort often only 
learned after bitter and disappointing experiences. 

Apropos this matter the Journal American Medicine its 
issue April 27, 1901, says its editorial columns: 

“Nursing schools and diploma mills are springing with the 
avowed concealed purpose securing diplomas and inclusion 
the regularly trained profession before laws shall passed shutting 
out such quacks. The nurses the country should zealously push for- 
ward the passage laws requiring registration and graduation from 
some genuine training-school admission practice. When diplomas 
(printed the alluring circulars double caps), badges, etc., for 
certain amount money may obtained correspondence from poor 
dupes who not know how read write, already too late for 
organization against the shameless humbuggery.” 

The time has indeed arrived when the nursing profession should 
zealously push forward towards registration,” and this must, beyond all 
doubt, elevate the degree professional education demanded the 
various training-schools. But while waiting for this millennium and its 
still more remote beneficial results, can not—ought not—something 
done protect those who are abcut take the work trained nursing 
the enactment laws that would make impossible for hospital 
take everything and give nothing? 

Our National and Superintendents’ Society have their 
raison d’étre the firm purpose which looks the elevation the 
training-schools, their educational standards, and the well-being the 
whole profession. would seem the field their efforts might 
broadened yet more, and active measures taken have fixed law 
the minimum degree educational advantages school must offer be- 
fore could incorporated under the law permitted issue 
diplomas its nurses. This required other educational institu- 
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tions, colleges letters, law, dentistry, and medicine. Why not 
nursing schools? Men who are practising law medicine under diplo- 
mas from bogus colleges are prosecuted, such facts become known. 
Why should nurses holding similar certificates allowed 
unmolested working unspeakable wrong themselves, their 
patients, and the whole profession properly trained nurses 

well known that from motives economy any and all kinds 
institutions establish training-schools without any regard how 
restricted the field may from which the nurses must gain their expe- 
rience—eye and ear hospitals, hospitals for diseases women, chil- 
dren, sanitaria for cold-water therapy electrical treatment, institu- 
tions for cure drug habits and alcoholism. Young women who have 
served term these institutions are given diplomas and take their 
places the world trained nurses. The women themselves not 
realize that they have right the name. 

How best reach and right this monstrous injustice serious 
problem, and possible that accomplishing this great good 
the many hardship will fall upon the few. But even such price 
the object gained surely worth all may cost, and all effort and 
endeavor should put forth save the young and earnest toiler who 
has earned faithful service the right equipment for the battle 
life, and who finds herself the supreme moment, when she enter- 
ing the fray, with empty hands.

THE object this paper present brief synopsis the history 
the Children’s Free Hospital Detroit, and connection with 
especially desire bring before you the subject training nursery- 
maids branch our hospital work. 

The Children’s Free Hospital was organized December, 1886, and in- 
corporated January, 1887. The object, set forth the articles 
incorporation, “to care and provide for sick and suffering children, 
under twelve years age, whose parents friends may unable un- 
willing care for them, and furnish such medical and surgical aid 
they may require.” 


Read the ninth annual meeting the American Society Superinten- 
dents Training-Schools for Nurses, Detroit, September 9-11. 
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Twelve beds were originally donated and support for them promised. 
Through the kindness the trustees Harper Hospital ward was set 
apart for the use the association. the work progressed additional 
beds and rooms were provided, and from this small beginning the present 
institution developed. 

1891 the work the Children’s Hospital had increased 
extent demanding larger accommodations and house was rented West 
Fort Street, where the work was carried on, each year finding the amount 
good accomplished greater than during the one preceding. 

The late Hiram Walker 1896 presented the association the 
magnificent hospital building, which had erected loving memory 
his daughter, Jennie Walker. This building now stands monu- 
ment, not only the memory child loved and lost, but perpetuate 
the memory man whose whole life was filled with acts love and 
charity. 

Here the association has found its permanent home. The number 
beds has increased sixty, and the indications are that further 
increase will necessary. Since the beginning three thousand four 
hundred and ninety children have been received into the hospital and 
cared for. 

The hospital absolutely non-sectarian. 

June, 1896, the first class for the training nursery-maids was 
organized. The requirements call for young women between the ages 
eighteen and thirty years—those over twenty preferred, more thought- 
ful and capable better work—who have good common-school educa- 
tion, good health, and letters reference relative the moral character 
the applicant. 

term six-months’ training was first decided upon, but after 
trial was found too short for practical purposes, and 1901 the 
term was extended one nine months. This seems better 
the needs both the hospital and pupil, and has proven more satisfactory 
both. 

The schedule instruction embraces the following: 

Infant care milk; milk sterilization; care 
bottles; preparation food, with rules quantity and frequency. 

bath; the use hot, cold, and mustard 

the Skin.—Care mouth, eyes, ears, and nose. 

Nursery temperature, cleanliness, care 
napkins, ete. 

Training children proper bodily habits. 

clinical thermometer; making poul- 
tices and cotton jackets; giving enemata. 
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Simple means treatment nursery emergencies. 

The rudiments kindergarten work. 

the end nine months, satisfactory examination passed, the 
nurse-maid receives certificate. She then ready from the hos- 
pital among families, and capable assuming position trust 
caring for young infants taking charge older children. 

have hesitancy pronouncing the training-school for nursery- 
maids success. has proven itself. Our greatest difficulty the 
work procure the right class pupils, young women above the 
average servant class, who appreciate the dignity labor and comprehend 
that the individual that gives character the work rather than the 
work the individual. 

The position trained nurse-maid one responsibility. the 
young mother she proves inestimable value, rendering conscientious 
and capable service, and bringing inexperience feeling relief and 
assurance which difficult measure mere words and can only 
expressed from the fulness heart overburdened with unusual care. 

children’s hospital furnishes the opportunity for nurse-maid 
gain knowledge this work. caring for many young infants the 
nurse-maid secures varied experience. She taught hygienic methods 
feeding and caring for young children. She taught distinguish 
health from disease and care intelligently for children through mild 
contagious diseases incident childhood, and becomes familiar with 
the symptoms diseases incident the babyhood period. She is, while 
the hospital, under the supervision trained nurse, who explains 
her, far necessary, the care sick children, and though the 
giving medicine outside the province nurse-maid, she will able 
give simple mixture specially ordered. the care older children 
her experience valuable. Having been specially trained the obser- 
vance rules discipline adds her capacity understanding and 
managing child nature. 

The trained nurse-maid does not any time conflict with usurp 
the position the trained nurse. She has her own sphere fill, and 
gladly welcome her. 

The demand for the service trained nurse-maids far exceeds the 
supply. Nearly all our nurse-maids secure engagements before they leave 
the hospital work. 

The twentieth century heralds era progress along all lines 
work, and the trained nurse-maid ready take her place among the 
skilled workers. The time demands our best efforts, and those specially 
prepared fill that demand will take foremost place.

the board feels that the high standard work maintained them, 
their increased zeal, and fine esprit corps are due almost much 
this feature their high sense professional responsibility.

SCHOOLS FOR CRIPPLES NEW YORK 
DILLA DIEHL CRAWFORD 


teaching crippled children was started New York some 
four years ago the efforts one earnest Christian woman who was 
herself cripple. 

During that time the work has spread considerably, and there are 
now five schools located different parts the city. The object 
organizing these schools was reach those children who, having been 
discharged from hospitals, were unable attend the public schools owing 
their physical infirmities, and without these schools would receive 
educational advantages. The one which the writer directly in- 
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terested was founded Miss Mabel Irving Jones, and conducted under 
the auspices the Children’s Aid Society. was opened February, 
1900, with three pupils, and now has forty-six the register with every 
prospect doubling that number. 

The rooms provided are ample and commodious, and the school 
furniture arranged and adjusted secure the greatest ease and comfort 
the pupils. They are conveyed and from their homes softly 
cushioned rubber-tired carriage, making their daily transportation per- 
petual pleasure. 

eliminate, far possible, any connection with hospital 
dispensary, making strictly school; this way endeavor 
teach our children self-reliance, and urge them, despite their physical 
disadvantages, surmount all obstacles and become self-respecting, self- 
supporting men and women. Being mindful that sound body one 
the greatest helps that direction, they are watched carefully, and 
taken their respective surgeons regularly and often found 
necessary. 

Our children their best are struggling with pain and weakness, 
have school only the morning, consisting two sessions with 
fifteen-minute intermission, during which time they have lunch. And 
has been with much pleasure that have noted the gradual improve- 
ment, both mentally and physically, under the existing conditions. 

The ages our children range all the way from five nineteen 
years, the instruction the school-rooms exceedingly varied and 
based the individual requirements each pupil, embracing kinder- 
garten methods, primary and grammar grades. 

have City History Club, classes type-writing, cooking, and 
manual training, including sewing-class, the importance which 
would hardly appreciated without some explanation; four members 
this class have the use only one hand, and yet under the untiring 
efforts our volunteer sewing-teacher, Miss Rapallo, they have learned 
sew neatly and well. There also library started, and several 
the eldest pupils are being taught the management experi- 
enced librarian. 

Our supplementary work, which merely side issue settlement 
work,” extends into the homes our pupils, and our pleasure 
assist them various ways, such providing food, clothing, medicines, 
and nursing for those that are ill, obtaining work for the unemployed, 
and relieving distress wherever possible so. 

Owing the small number these schools, the radius influence 
may not very wide yet, still, they are healthy and helpful along the 
lines where the greatest lack for these unfortunate children has been 


apparent.

Dr. Alexander Smith, New York, took the treatment colds. 
thought some colds the head are communicable, and that isolation might some- 
times useful protective measure. Cod-liver oil was good preventive for 
those who were the habit constantly catching cold. the temperature was 
over 100° insisted the patient staying bed, least the house. 
moderate dose quinine and Dover’s powder night, followed the morning 
laxative, would cut short some colds. hot mustard foot-bath increased the 
comfort the patient. Rhinitis tablets were effectual taken early, but persons 
susceptible belladonna should careful using them. The alkaline treatment 
was often satisfactory, one dram bicarbonate soda half glass water 
with few drops lemon-juice. Camphor internally and inhalation often 
yielded good results. was not great believer local treatment, though 
admitted that irrigation with saline solution was often useful. was, however, 
dangerous except skilful hands. When colds showed tendency recur 
advocated tincture chloride iron large doses for two three days, also 
cod-liver oil, quinine, the vegetable bitters. Sometimes change climate was 
the only cure. 

Dr. Freudenthal, New York, objected calling everything infection. 
common cold, thought, was nothing else than the effect the lowered tem- 
perature the human system. The dry air houses caused chronic post-nasal 
which times increased. overcome susceptibility catching cold, 
overdressing should avoided and cold baths taken.

ARTIFICIAL FEEDING INFANTS.—Dr. Rotch, who perhaps one the great- 
est authorities this subject America, says the Journal the American 
Medical Association: 

“When desired carry out milk modification home, the greatest 
efforts should made procure fresh milk uniform character. soon 
obtained should put into quart fruit-jar which the top should 
fastened tightly. The full jar must kept for the next six hours constantly 
tight temperature approximately 35° the end this time the cream 
will the top the jar. the upper fourth now separated from the rest, 
the needed cream and skimmed milk will obtained. This separation, according 
Davis, best accomplished siphoning off twenty-four ounces, three- 
fourths, from the bottom the jar. The upper fourth, amounting eight 
ounces, left the jar. 

observing the foregoing method separating the milk and cream, any 
intelligent person can prepare the infant’s food the following table advised 
Rotch, which revised correspond approximately with the above percentages: 


OUNCES 


These proportions give twenty ounces each mixture. Sufficient should 
prepared last twenty-four hours and divided into the required number feed- 
ings. These should with antiseptic cotton and placea clean 
refrigerator.

New Philadelphia Medical Journal, quoting from one 
its German exchanges, says von finds purgatine possesses many advan- 
tages laxative. The patient does not become accustomed it; usually 
produces soft movement, even when there has been much fecal impaction, and 
small doses serve keep the intestines good condition. The regular dose 
about one gramme (about fifteen grains), taken night, but persistent laxa- 
tive half gramme often sufficient. The only objection is, often takes twenty- 
four hours act. 


PREMATURE INFANTS.—The same journal, quoting from the Journal des Prati- 
ciens, says premature infants need heat, warm room, hot baths, and hot bottles.

For gastro-enteritis lactic 
acid and alkalies are indicated, never salol, opium, bismuth. Enteroclysis may 
good. dyspepsia the milk should diluted. thrush use alkaline 
Oxygen and artificial respiration are used for asphyxia and 
atelectasis (failure the lungs expand). baths and stimulants are indi- 
cated jaundice, pneumonia, edema, biliary infection, but injections 
normal salt solutjon and blisters are never given.

EFFECT REST UPON interesting article Ameri- 
can Medicine Ochsner says that although generally theoretically ad- 
mitted that absolute rest most important part the treatment septic 
infections, has observed that practice this conditign rest but rarely 

esecured, and but seldom systematically striven for, except the treatment 
inflamed joints. reviews the history fifty-two cases infection the 
hand treated hospital and extending over three years. all these fifty-two 
cases there was not single death, although many the patients were brought 
the hospital very condition, with high temperature and pulse and 
frequently delirious. All those who came under treatment before incisions had 
been made recovered without deformity stiffness the fingers. The treatment 
consisted obtaining nearly possible perfect rest for the extremity, 
placing the patient bed, applying large dressing composed sterile gauze 
and absorbent cotton saturated with mild antiseptic solution, the solution 
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employed most commonly being hot saturated solution boric acid, which 
one-third, volume, strong commercial had been added. The whole 
dressing was covered with oiled silk rubber Even cases which only 
the end finger was involved the entire arm the shoulder was included 
the dressing, making motion the extremity almost impossible. The author 
says that although the hot, moist dressings are probably beneficial 
themselves, positive that the enforced rest equal value. proof 
this frequently that examination accompanied with much manipu- 
lation would invariably result increase the affection, and that unneces- 
sary movements during the changing dressings would result the same 
increase the septic conditions. What true the case infection 
finger-tip also true infection any other part, and the same principle 
obtains acute peritonitis resulting from infection from the vermiform appen- 
dix, the Fallopian tube, the gall-bladder, ulcer the stomach. During the 
war South Africa the surgeons found that penetrating wounds the abdo- 
men, the patient were wounded while hungry and food were given mouth, 
quite large proportion recovered, while those whom the alimentary canal 
was not kept absolutely rest none recovered. The writer concludes his paper 
saying that many other instances this principle can mentioned, such 
the result strapping the treatment mastitis during the beginning 
the attack, the use the splint plaster-of-Paris casts inflamed joints, 
strapping the chest with rubber adhesive straps pleurisy, bandaging the 
eyes conjunctivitis; short, that absolute rest should the corner-stone 
the treatment all forms inflammatory conditions any part the body. 


How Nor Hugh Patrick, Chicago, delivered 
address this subject meeting the Mississippi Valley Medical Association. 
laid much stress prophylaxis. For preventing nervousness children, 
removing when present, the mind and body should toughened. Tough mus- 
cles, strong lungs, and vigorous digestion, the ability stand changes tem- 
perature and endure pain, enable child withstand nervousness. The child 
who could support disappointment, crossed without tantrum, and who habit- 
ually obeyed had bulwark against nerves. procure this toughness certain 
exposure mental hardship and bodily discomfort necessary.

TRAINING-SCHOOL NOTES 


CENTRAL class for the theoretical instruction nurses was inaugurated 
the Mechanics’ Institute Rochester Monday, November 17. There were 
present upon this occasion the committee under whose direction the course has 
been arranged, consisting Miss Eva Allerton, superintendent the Homeo- 
Hospital; Miss Mary Keith, superintendent the City Hospital; 
Miss Jessica Heal, directress nurses Dr. Lee’s private hospital, and 
Miss Sophia Palmer, late superintendent the City Hospital. Miss Palmer 
spoke briefly the members the class, outlining the progress nursing 
education, and impressing upon them their individual responsibility making 
this new method teaching nurses success. 

The course opens with twenty-six pupils, and will cover period three 
months, including twenty-four anatomy and physiology, two lessons 
week one hour; six lessons bacteriology, one lesson week one hour, 
and six lessons chemistry, one lesson week two hours. the end 
this term second section the class will given the same course. 

These pupils have passed the probation period, and have been tested 
their practical ability for nursing. They will continue perform some service 
the wards, but will allowed ample time for study and classes. The course 
paid for the hospitals. 

The teachers the institute are all specialists their various branches, 
and the managers the institute have agreed that the teaching shall 
conducted upon lines satisfactory the committee. The idea central school 
for nurses, where the strictly theoretical part their instruction should 
given outside the hospitals under trained teachers, was first advocated 
Miss Davis, Boston, but Rochester the first city put the plan 
into operation. 

The committee knows that this new method experimental, and for that 
reason they are attempting this first term only much they feel confident 
can carried out without complicating the administration the hospitals.

“To the Board Trustees the Presbyterian Hospital. 
GENTLEMEN: For the past fifteen years the Illinois Training-School for 
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Nurses, which represent, has been under contract the nursing the 
Presbyterian Hospital addition that Cook County Hospital. 

all this time our relations have been most agreeable 
monious, and, fully believe, mutually advantageous. About two years ago 
those most intimately acquainted with the work the two hospitals began 
fear that sooner later should obliged sever our connections with one 
the other the hospitals from two causes: first, the enlargement both 
hospitals, and, second, from the greater amount work imposed the nurses 
the daily increasing demands the medical staff. These have been great 
the Presbyterian Hospital that requires three nurses now where two were 
ample four years ago. 

the expiration our last contract, October 1901, was with con- 
siderable reluctance that entered into another, found impossible the 
preceding year furnish the requisite number nurses without calling 
graduates, thus not only increasing our expenses, but reducing our income from 
special nursing. had hoped that this demand would lessen, and that 
continue serve you another three years, but this now find impossible. 
have now the school one hundred and ninety nurses, and satisfactorily 
fulfil the requirements the two hospitals should have from twelve 
fifteen more. Our home full overflowing, cannot house more pupils even 
could manage their training, and are satisfied that with our present 
resources larger number than now have can well trained and supervised. 

school for nurses differs from other schools that cannot handled 
classes. Each individual must separately planned for and her work 
adapted, not only secure for her the full training all departments, but also 
fill the requirements the nursing the hospitals. 

experience teaches that there limit the executive ability 
even the most capable. feel that this limit has been reached our school 
the present time, and that adding the number our pupil nurses not 
practicable. 

“This decision was arrived our board its July meeting, and the 
matter left the hands the Executive Committee with power act. This 
committee was slow coming conclusion, and only reached after long 
and careful consideration. the last meeting our board, held October 
the committee reported, the termination said 
recommendation was unanimously approved, and was ordered that the required 
notice given your board. 

following the instructions the Board Managers the 
Training-School for Nurses, and with the terms our 
contract with your board, notice hereby given that the first day Novem- 
ber, 1903, will terminate our said contract and withdraw our nurses from the 
Presbyterian Hospital. 

“In doing this wish you fully understand that while pecuniary con- 
siderations have necessarily had weight influencing our decision, they have 
been subordinated the main fact, that the impossibility increasing the 
number our pupils meet the present demands these two large 
hospitals. 

“In closing our connection with the Presbyterian Hospital with 
sincere regret and with the most cordial feelings towards the trustees and all 
those connected with its management. 

assure you our hearty interest your hospital and our desire 
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with you every way, not only establishing your own school, but 
the future work the hospital.

FoR BuRIAL FoLLOWING DEATH FROM INFECTIOUS DISEASE.—The Mary- 
land State Board Health has published the following regulations regarding the 
disposal the bodies those who have died any infectious disease: every 
case death from cholera, plague, smallpox, the body taken 
charge once the local health officer and buried cremated within twenty- 
four hours. Transportation such bodies rail steamer absolutely for- 
bidden. Such body must prepared for burial with little disturbance its 
immediate surroundings possible. shall wrapped the bedcoverings, 
secured bandages; shall placed tight coffin; the wrappings shall 
saturated with forty per cent. formalin solution bichloride mercury, 
500, and the shall closed once. the discretion the local health 
officer competent undertaker may allowed embalm such body, provided 
the body not removed for that purpose from the spot where death occurred. 
The vehicle which such body has been transported the place burial shall 
death from diphtheria, membranous croup, scarlet fever, the body shali pre- 
pared once for burial arterial cavity embalming, covering with 
layer absorbent cotton not less than one inch thick, securely bandaged rolled 
sheet, this covering saturated with solution forty per cent. forma- 
lin, bichloride mercury, 500, and the body enclosed tight coffin 
once. The head and face need not thus covered, provided the scalp and face 
and the cavities the mouth and nose have been disinfected with approved 
germicidal solution. The lead the coffin may have fixed glass panel over the 
face permit inspection, but not such will permit exposure the air. 
shall unlawful open the coffin, except written consent and the presence 
local health officer. Only persons adult age shall act pall-bearers 
such cases. Interment shall made within twenty-four hours the time 
death. Only members the immediate household and necessary attendants shall 
admitted the house.”

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PRACTICAL HINTS 


may that district nurses others having work with chronic cases will 
glad know remarkably satisfactory treatment for old leg ulcers, which 
learned some time since from English nurse who had worked with the 
Queen’s Jubilee Institute district England. She taught the prepa- 
ration this treatment, which found have surprising results. told our 
hospital friends about it, and was adopted the out-patient department 
large hospital, and, our amusement, dubbed the doctors with the name 
the nurse who told them it, Ashe’s Paste.” Lately found the British 
Journal Nursing for October article Dr. Alfred Eddowes called Gela- 
tine Dressings” describing this treatment, from which will take extracts, adding 
practical details for the nurse from our own experience: 

dressings have not been employed the profession generally 
much their merits deserve. Not only has the profession large not realized 
their value, but some dermatologists are not yet familiar with their range use- 
fulness; yet for certain conditions, surgical and dermatological, impossible 
overestimate their advantages. The chief reasons for their delay replacing 
ointments, lotions, other simple dressings many cases are the trouble they 
give preparation, the special knowledge required the selection suitable 
cases, and the technique necessary for their successful application. 

When Unna introduced medicated gelatine dressings the profession several 
were published. own experience (now extending over twelve years) 
has led adopt one, viz.: zine owide, gelatine, glycerine, and water, the 
proportions one, two, three, and four the order mentioned. The gelatine 
soaked for few hours part the water, and then all the ingredients are 
mixed, with aid heat, and managed afterwards precisely glue. This mixture, 
when freshly made, the right consistency; but, course, has been kept 
for many weeks, and especially has been heated several times over, will 
require little water added from time time keep sufficiently thin for 
good plan have the gelatine’ made and cut into 
small cubes blocks, like white sugar, and kept box wide-necked bottle, 

drying and cooling dressing, not hot, even warm, some might 
imagine, and, indeed, have supposed be. cooling that must keep 
this fact mind when employing over the whole trunk large areas skin, 
and therefore have blankets warm shawls ready for our patient’s use—espe- 
cially cold weather—soon after the application has been made. The dressing 
flexible and elastic, and therefore much more comfortable than plaster for 
tender surfaces liable movement friction, and when employed with suitably 
thin bandage cotton-wool will adapt itself any inequality surface better 
than plasters, and prove fairly durable. Another great advantage possesses 
over plasters that does not cause itching, chafing, formation troublesome 
pimples.” “Such dressings can, moreover, partially cut away and 
readily patched, supposing they have become saturated with discharge other- 
wise rendered unfit for use. Nothing simpler than their removal hot water 
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(not hot enough distress the patient) with without scissors. Sometimes 
blunt-pointed scissors can easily inserted under the edge the dressings, which 
can then cut and removed without the application hot water. When about 
remove the dressing apply it, the temperature each case should tested 
the back the operator’s own hand before trying the patient’s 

“The particular case which refer only one large class for which 
the gelatine dressings have proved specially serviceable. The patient was stout 
man fifty, who had his legs badly affected with eczema and swelling painful 
character, due the condition his veins. Years ago should have insisted 
upon rest bed with elevation the legs the only plan for such severe 
case. The patient’s suffering was great, but, nevertheless, said must 
with his work. placed him upon sofa, raised both legs high the air, and 
applied elastic bandages. After hour the latter were removed, the skin dusted 
with calomel and starch, and both feet and legs far necessary were dressed 
with and gauze bandages. first the dressing was changed once 
week, but later only once three months. The relief experienced was once 
great, and eventually complete. 

“This favorable opportunity for again insisting—as have done for 
many years past—upon the necessity for constant support varicose veins. The 
usual practice patients wearing elastic stockings and elastic bandages 
remove them night. The stockings are often damaged and overstretched the 
process removal and replacement, and the veins, being unsupported, are liable 
accidental distention. Patients under directions have worn stockings weeks 
and even months without removal, with great benefit and without any decomposi- 
tion the secretions the skin other discomfort, because had cleansed the 
skin and applied the dust which have already spoken. 

Among the many other conditions for which the above dressings are useful 
may mention burns and scalds, saddle-gall, sunburn, herpes zoster, dermatitis 
herpetiformis, and prickly heat, well corns, and even ringworm and favus. 
the last two diseases they are service for preventing irritating dressings, 
such chrysarobin, reaching the eyes directly the patient’s fingers. 

“The gauze bandages which use are made what generally called white 
butter muslin. For dressing the legs, cheap thin long stockings can often sub- 
stituted for bandages, and, taking the shape the joints well, they are preferred 
patients.” 

We, our district work, make the zinc gelatine ourselves, after the following 
formula, given the English nurse: pulverized boric acid, one part; pul- 
verized oxide zinc, five parts; glycerine, eight parts; gelatine, five parts; dis- 
tilled water, six parts; ali measured weight. 

Directions for making: Rub down mortar the oxide and boracic 
acid with portion the water and glycerine. Dissolve the gelatine double 
boiler over flame with the remainder the water and glycerine. When dis- 
solved, add the zinc oxide mixture, and while hot pour into shallow dish. When 
cold will found have set into firm jelly and may cut into pieces. 
keep this covered from the air, and when used melt small piece 
water. 

The ulcerated limb well cleansed antiseptically and dried. Then ster- 
ilized gauze bandage applied over the whole ulcerated surface and about four 
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layers thick. Over this the gelatine painted thickly with large brush, and 
outside all final firm bandage placed. renew these dressings about 
twice week, and find that many the most discouraging old ulcers heal with 
most gratifying promptness. However, have found cases which this treat 
ment caused irritation, and, shown Dr. Eddowes’s article, this must result 
from the large amount glycerine, and his formula would doubt better for 
such cases. many nurses have these poor old chronic leg left them 
entirely that does not seem out place for them discuss and apply treat- 
ment, improper though this would under other circumstances.

New York Medical Journal gives the follow- 
ing directions, Leftwich, for the preparation this beverage nutri- 
tive drink for febrile disorders: lemons, the white two eggs, one pint 
boiling water, loaf sugar taste. The lemons must peeled twice, the yellow 
rind alone being used, while the white layer rejected. Place the sliced lemon 
and the yellow peel quart jug with two lumps sugar; pour them the 
boiling water and stir occasionally. When cooled about the ordinary tempera- 
ture tea, strain off the lemons. Now insert egg whisk, and when the lemon- 
ade full agitation add slowly the white the egg and continue the whisking. 
While still hot strain through muslin, and serve when cold. The white the 
egg will found impart blandness which makes the addition sugar almost 
unnecessary. This absence sweetness greatly appreciated the pyrexial 
cases, and has its obvious value for diabetics. For non-febrile cases with clean 
tongues more than two eggs may used the pint desired. This drink 
contraindicated only the cases true Bright’s disease. very useful the 
febrile diseases childhood. also possesses antiscorbutic properties which 
replace those lost from milk boiling and sterilization. 
part the diet typhoid fever, forming relief from the monotony milk, 
and does not have the constipating and flatus-producing effects that lie beaten- 
eggs that include the yolk. The author states that the patient who takes 
plenty this lemonade addition four pints milk per day will emerge from 
the pyrexial period typhoid fever much stronger condition than without 
its use.”

Miss Eva Allerton, chairman the Committee Legislation, submit- 
ting her report read letter from the Hon. James Parsons, Jr., secretary 
the Board Regents the State New York, which offered some advice 
the framing the bill which said: The Regents not seek secure 
further power connection with the administration the laws pertaining 
any profession. Through the efforts the professions concerned the adminis- 
tration other professional laws was placed their hands. the same time, 
while not any way attempting dictate, specially with reference pro- 
fession the practice which not controlled statute, the provisions that 
should enforced, they stand ready all times administer fairly and 
impartially possible such laws the Legislature may sanction the re- 
quest the profession concerned.” 

Miss Allerton then read the proposed bill, which given with the proceed- 
ings the afternoon session, the discussion which was postponea until the 
afternoon. 

Miss Sophia Palmer, chairman the Committee Publication and 
Press, read the report for that committee, showing that fourteen hundred and 
fifty copies the letter the nurses New York State were circulated before 
August 21, and that the balance the two thousand printed were still unmailed 
for want addresses. 

Two circular letters had been drafted, one addressed women’s clubs, the 
other medical societies; these letters were read for the approval the asso- 
ciation. the letter addressed medical societies number copies had 
already been made and sent medical meetings, replies from which were the 
hands the secretary. These letters had been mailed Miss Julia Bailey 
the absence the chairman from the city, and the answers were addressed 
her. The letters were read the secretary follows:

The chairman then introduced Dr. William Ely, who addressed the con- 
vention follows: 


feel highly honored the invitation appear before you this after- 
noon. take recognition the interest feel the profession 
nursing and desire aid you elevating your standards. Two three 
years ago appeared before company nurses this room. Appreciating 
then the difficulties under which you were laboring, urged rapid organization 
the nurses throughout the State order that you might apply the Legis- 
lature for such relief you would sooner later need. But the recom- 
mendation made that time was little premature; you had not fully formed 
your State association, and therefore were condition appear with any 
influence Albany. But since that date your State association has been per- 
fected, and the time has come when you ought secure the enactment some 
legislation your behalf. the interesting paper read Miss Palmer before 
the Ethical Club this city last Friday, the conditions under which you are 
laboring and the relief which seems necessary were fully set forth. You are 
situated very much physicians were twelve years ago. that time phy- 
sicians throughout the State were much interested sectarian quarrels that 
they overlooked what was essential their welfare and the welfare the 
public. finally decided 1890 that the three different schools medicine 
the State should come together and agree upon proper standard qualifi- 
cations for the practice medicine. There was then really definition 
physician,—almost anyone could practise medicine. 

the finances the medical schools depended upon the number pupils 
they could draw, they naturally made their standards for graduation exceed- 
ingly low. There were medical schools some the United States which 
the receipt ten, fifteen, twenty-five dollars would issue diploma 
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doctor, and that, without any qualifications whatever, could practise 
medicine. 

“So the first thing agree upon was that while the schools should grad- 
uate physicians, they should not permitted license them practise. And 
united applying the Legislature for bill taking the license prac- 
tise from the schools and putting the hands the University the State 
New York. 

course, there was much opposition the bill, especially 
medical schools, but this was overcome and the bill became law and went 
into effect September, 1891, under which the practice medicine present 
conducted. New York was the pioneer this effort. And the success has been 
great that nearly all the States the Union similar bill has been 
passed. 

“The result this has been that the standard medical education has 
been raised and being still further raised. There now required suitable 
preliminary education and the attendance upon least three-years’ course 
regularly incorporated medical school recognized the University 
having proper standard. Then the students, having received their 
appear before State board holding meetings four times year New York, 
Albany, Syracuse, and Buffalo, and undergo impartial examination repre- 
sentatives the Regents upon questions prepared board medical exam- 
iners. Those who pass this examination successfully receive license from the 
University the State New York practise medicine, and when this license 
registered the office the county clerk the particular county which 
they wish reside they are constituted qualified practitioners medicine. 
But even then they are not beyond the control the State New York, because 
just soon any individual who receives this license found guilty im- 
moral conduct, his license can withdrawn. 

“The practice nursing hardly distinguishable from the practice 
medicine. Year year, come contact with different members your 
profession, idea the importance your work increases, until now think 
you are deserving the same recognition the part the State and the 
public Often you are more necessary than the physician, for 
the welfare the patient depends times more upon the intelligent trained 
nurse than does upon the doctor. 

understand, you are now about unite request the Legis- 
lature placed under the control the State Board Regents, exactly 
are the physicians. 

stated Miss Palmer, until you this, your standard will continue 
lowered. The public cannot now distinguish between the trained nurse 
and the nurse who untrained. When you Albany urge the passage 
your bill you will encounter opposition; you will told that there are 
untrained nurses who know more than the trained nurse does. reply you 
say that you not wish interfere with home nursing the gratuitous 
the sick, but soon untrained nurses add nurse’ their 
names and out work for pay, just soon the same standard qualifica- 
tions should required them required you. They should made 
take regular course training and should required pass examina- 
tion the State Board Regents. 

“Tt only this way that the public can protected their rights. 
Your bill, passed, will once elevate you profession, give you the 
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proper standing before the public, and eliminate from your number large class 
incompetent persons who are constantly disgracing your calling. should 
understood connection with the passage bill for the practice 
nursing that cannot made retroactive. cannot apply any who have 
already received degrees from regular training-school for nurses. Those who 
after the passage this bill graduate nurses, and wish called trained 
nurses,’ whatever title you may decide upon, must receive license from the 
Regents practise. 

“The purpose your bill, soon passed, should cut off 
from the list trained nurses all those who have not graduated and received 
degree from incorporated training-school for nurses. The Board Regents 
has nothing with setting the standard your examination. You elect 
those your number who are best qualified prepare the questions 
asked candidates, then the Board Regents takes the questions which you 
prepare and goes through the machinery the examination.” 


Dr. Ely was asked what the effect this law 1891 was raising the 
standard medical education. replied: 


“The effect has been surprising. Every school throughout the country has 
raised its standard under the stimulus this law. does not raise its 
standard, does not adequately educate its pupils. The examinations are 
made both theoretical and practical, that those who have been years 
practice coming from other States will find that they can pass the examina- 
tion well those who have just graduated. 

“The standard the medical law New York State high that 
cannot yet engage reciprocity with any other State the Union. phy- 
sician comes from Pennsylvania and wants settle New York, cannot 
without passing the New York examination simply because the 
vania standard not quite high the New York standard. There should 
uniform standard throughout the country, but the conditions the South 
and the far West are different from those the East that somewhat 
difficult establish uniform standard present. 

“Tf nursing law enacted similar the medical licensing law, you 
will able rule out not only the incompetent ones your neighborhood, 
but the incompetent women States will not allowed come into 
New York State practise nursing.” 


The Rev. Father Thomas Hendrick addressed the convention part 
follows: 


“The relationship the Regents the profession nursing has been 
aptly and briefly touched upon Dr. Ely that there very little left for 
say. naturally look this subject from different stand-point from 
that which Dr. Ely holds. Having been myself under the kindly administra- 
tion nurses and the subject the doctors’ care, naturally look with 
the eye the public; and also being Regent and knowing the general mis- 
apprehension, may say almost general, among the persons who are most 
concerned, would view also from the stand-point the Regent. the 
first place, let emphasize what Dr. Ely has already said, that the function 
the Regent not legislative; executive. take the laws made 
and execute them. have absolutely right vary from the laws, because, 
far might vary from the laws, just far our action would 
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illegal. The Regents are simply the trustees the State. They are the 
the university, and the university one the executive departments 
the State government. The will the people the education the people 
executed through two arms: the Department Public Instruction, which has 
control all preliminary education the schools, which are called the 
school act the common schools, and which has control also the courses 
cognate the education the primary schools; for instance, the normal 
schools. But the Regents have control the higher education. The university 
divided into several departments. The administrative department, for instance, 
has four divisions: Finance, Reports, Charter, and Printing. The second and 
third are College and High School, including three divisions: Registration. 
and Examination. There are four divisions the department 
Home Education: the Libraries, Travelling Libraries and Pictures, Ex- 
tension and Library School. The State Library open all the citizens the 
State, and any member this association may draw books application 
the State Librarian, with reference some person—Dr. Ely, for instance, 
some other person well known this city. There are some fifty-four thousand 
volumes the State Library. 

“There way which corporation for educational purposes may 
controlled, above the grade primary schools, excepting through the Uni- 
versity New York. Any educational body, therefore, which the Nurses’ 
Association would one, the purpose being educate and safeguard the 
standards admission practise, would necessarily under the University 
the State New York, and would the function the Regents 
see that the standards were maintained and the laws executed. say this, 
although may seem elementary and tiresome some you, because 
have been asked physicians the city such questions this: you 
undertake examine physicians? You don’t know anything about surgery 
don’t claim know anything about it, but the State Medical 
Association know enough select men who know about these things and 
how conduct the examinations.” “It not the idea the exam- 
iners ‘stick’ people, use common expression, puzzle them their 
examination; not guessing match game rebus anything that 
sort. But the idea the State is, and that the idea the public, pro- 
tect, not primarily the physicians, nor your case the nurses, but protect 

“Incidentally the physician protected and the nurse protected. 
based upon the theory that the people have the right, and ought 
the function the State, prevent any man who ignorant the prin- 
ciples medicine from killing people; and the case nurses, prevent 
incompetent nurses undoing the work skilful physicians. the people 
have the right protect themselves from the number unskilled men who 
claim skilled physicians, logically their right protect themselves 
from the unskilled people who claim nurses.” 

“The questions are based upon such things are assumed known 
those least able practise medicine. gives minimum standard, not 
maximum. may readily assumed that those who pass this examination 
the majority could pass more difficult examination. There question 
honors Regents’ examination; the only question is: such person fit 
practise medicine?” doctors themselves have raised this stand- 
ard because they know what right. They are conscientious. presumed, 
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and known, and believed the people, that the doctors and the 
nurses and professional people every kind have higher interest than 
the mere money that the business. You may call business from 
one side, but their professional instinct, their desire good, primarily, 
the human race, that raised this standard and constantly raising it. 

“The standard was raised the University New York the instance 
the doctors. has any right exist, its defenders ought among 
the doctors and the nurses, those who are capable understanding the need 
for it. doctor good doctor, ought say there ought some 
touchstone, certain something, say that more competent practise 
than the person who doesn’t know anything about medicine, than one who 
doesn’t know anything about nursing. not the nurses’ dress that makes 
her nurse. The examination cannot tell some things the public. cannot 
tell the moral qualities, although the examination primarily requires good 
moral character. mean courage, and mean tact, and many other things that 
cannot enter into examination. can tell technical knowledge. The 
requirements the examination are, first all, the primary education.” 
“Preliminary education essential. Symptoms are the language the patient 
the doctor. learns about the the symptoms. Very often the 
patient cannot talk give him any other indication whatever. And for that 
reason the nurses have elaborate charts upon which are entered large number 
symptoms, and that way doctor keeps constantly touch with case 
and knows how progressing. 

person untaught the primary branches cannot keep such chart, 
cannot give the doctor such information: therefore, the primary education 
absolutely necessary. And the higher the nursing profession makes its stand- 
ard, and the more worthy confidence, the more worthy patronage will 
be. know from own experience how many nurses enter into this profession 
with conscientious effort and spend themselves it, and does seem me, 
one who might stand need such service, that there great need the 
part the public for standard.” 


Miss Anthony made few remarks, which she expressed the opinion 
that the day coming when trained nurses will required possess college 
education before being admitted training, saying that the older generation 
women had not had the opportunities for college education which the younger 
generation now have. 

Miss Sophia Palmer spoke the plans the way the higher pre-

the State Treasurer. 

“The Regents may revoke any such certificate for cause after 
written notice the holder thereof and hearing thereon.

school registered the Regents maintaining proper standards, who shall 
have been graduated before the passage this act, and who shall apply 
writing for such certificate within two years after the passage this act.

Miss Ida Palmer called attention Article Section 6-c, the by-laws, 
which reads, The vote individuals shall cast person,” and was de- 
cided that while the opinion absent members must given due weight, 
coming conclusion the final vote must cast the members present. 

the discussion which followed, which ample time was given, and which 
was conducted with moderation and toleration, Miss Allerton, chairman the 
Legislative Committee, with her associate, Miss Damer, stood strongly for the 
term Trained Nurse,” urging support their arguments that the public were 
accustomed that title, and would take many years educate the masses 
the people discriminate favor new title the meaning which they 
did not understand.

PROPOSED BILL THE ILLINOIS STATE ASSOCIATION GRADUATE 
NURSES 

regulate the practice professional nursing the sick the 
State 

“Sec. enacted the people the State Illinois represented 
the General Assembly: That within thirty days after the passage this 
act the Governor this State shall, the advice and consent the Senate, 
appoint State Board Examiners graduate nurses composed five 
(5) members selected the Governor from twelve (12) nominations sub- 
mitted him the Illinois State Association Graduate Nurses. One 
the members this board shall designated hold office one year, one for 
two years, one for three years, one for four years, one for five years, and there- 
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after, upon the expiration the term office the person appointed, the 
Governor the State shall appoint successor each person whose term 
office shall expire, hold office for five years, and the person appointed shall 
selected the Governor from list five nominations submitted him 
the Illinois State Association Graduate Nurses. 

“In case appointment successor not made before the expiration 
the term any member, such member shall hold office until successor 
appointed and duly qualified. Any vacancy occurring membership the 
board shall filled the Governor this State for the unexpired term 
such membership. 

“Sec. The members the State Board Examiners Registered 
Nurses shall, before entering the discharge their duties, make and file 
with the Secretary State the constitutional oath office. They shall, soon 
organized and annually thereafter the month January, elect from their 
number president and secretary, who shall also the treasurer. The treas- 
urer before entering upon her his duties file bond with the Secretary 
State for such sum shall required her him said Secretary 
State. The board shall adopt rules and regulations not inconsistent with this 
act govern its proceedings and also seal, and the secretary shall have the 
care and custody thereof; and she shall keep record all proceedings 
the board, including register the names all nurses duly registered under 
this act, which shall open all reasonable times public scrutiny; and the 
board shall cause the prosecution all persons violating any the provisions 
this act and may incur necessary expense that behalf. The secretary 
the board shall receive salary which shall fixed the board and which 
shall not exceed twelve hundred dollars per annum; she shall also receive 
travelling and other expenses incurred the performance her his official 
duties. The other members the board shall receive the sum five dollars 
for each day actually engaged this service, and all legitimate and necessary 
expenses incurred attending the meeting said board. Said expenses and 
salaries shall paid from the fees received the board under the provision 
this act, and part the salary other expenses the board shall 
paid out the State Treasury. All money received excess the said per 
diem allowance and other expenses provided for shall held the treasurer 
special fund for meeting the expenses said board and the cost annual 
report the proceedings said board. 

Sec. Three members the board shall constitute quorum. Special 
meetings the board shall called the secretary upon written request 
any two members. The board shall adopt rules and regulations for the examina- 
tion applicants for licenses practise professional nursing the sick 
accordance with the provision this act, and may amend, modify, and repeal 
such rules and regulations from time time. The board shall immediately

“To THE ALUMN ASSOCIATION NURSES THE TRAINING-SCHOOL THE 
MAINE GENERAL The graduation the first class nurses from the 
Training-School the Maine General Hospital marked new era the history 
the practice medicine Maine. Few now living general practice realize 
the many disadvantages under which the profession labored before the days 
trained nurses. true that had small number good, faithful, intelli- 
gent, efficient nurses the old school, trained only the stern school experi- 
ence, with nothing the modern anatomical and physiological knowledge now 
given the strict course schools. also true that the demands modern 
cleanliness and asepsis were that time almost unknown, both medical 
well surgical cases. The nurse that could make bed properly, even the 
patient was out it, who could give bath carefully without danger chill, 
and prepare food and serve dainty form, give enemas and douches, was 
considered accomplished the highest degree. the doctor was left all the 
details taking temperatures, pulse, catheterizing, and administration hypo- 
medicines. This was demand upon the doctor’s time which could not 
always answered the busy man, and oftentimes the patient was the sufferer 
consequence. was also additional expense the patient, which many 
times could illy afforded, where the circumstances were such are fre- 
quently found the general practice all physicians. 

“The trained nurse changed the entire system. lectures, text-books, and 
recitations nurses are made familiar with the rise, progress, and general symp- 
toms disease, the course and probable results, the action remedies, the 
need for them, and the proper time for withholding them cases where the 
counsel the physician surgeon cannot available the time. 
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such aid the properly trained nurse can give, the wise, prudent, and 
busy physician can ordinarily save the patient the expense the nurse less 
frequent visits his own. 

the patient moderate circumstances, means much, for she 
obtains the constant care the nurse for compensation heretofore paid 
physician for only few minutes’ attention. This consideration which 
often overlooked, and perhaps one not sufficiently regarded 
enforced the doctor himself. 

“To the practitioner the last ten fifteen years the trained nurse 
necessity, and can scarcely imagine condition such older men the 
profession encountered frequently, and therefore may not properly estimate 
her value himself the patient. 

“The course training generally followed the training-schools, while 
gives fairly good theoretical and practical education, means, all 
cases, produces the accomplished and desirable nurse. The majority nurses 
undoubtedly take the work profession which earn living, preferring 
this any other profession vocation, such teaching, ete. small minority 
choose from all the various professions and vocations for absolute love the 
work. 

“There are nurses born, well poets and doctors. Florence Nightingale 
inaugurated the system entirely from desire benefit suffering humanity. 
While eminently commendable enter the profession for pecuniary advan- 
tage, extremely unfortunate for both nurse and patient when love the 
profession grows with the training after experience. then mere drudgery, 
and the high ideal true nursing never reached. order cultivate this 
spirit among nurses, such associations yours should formed and actively 
kept up. This the era associated work,—no business profession succeeds 
best without such combinations. educational work, where each learns 
much from the combined experience the whole. desire for the 
highest ideal and cheers the disheartened, while raises higher the standard 
professional requirements. The system means perfect; new schemes 
are constantly being devised for giving broader scope this professional work, 
and such your association composed that the leaders look for 
advice and help. each one you continue work herself, routine 
manner, without communicating any your experiences new methods that 
come you out that experience, fear that nursing will longer 
dignified with the title profession, but will lapse into mere trade. Such 
innumerable varieties expression disease come you that never reach the 
busy practitioner, that careful study them and noting fully you may 
able advance the knowledge the practitioner medicine and surgery and 
thus materially aid your patient. The higher the preparatory standard educa- 
tion, the greater the intellectual capacity, the more useful you become aids 
the physician. Much remains learned the medical profession, matters 
detail, comparison statistics which alone can reached best the 
careful, intelligent, well-educated nurse. 

“In this view the case you have high ideal reach and noble and 
inspiring duty perform. Your relation the doctor must ever that 
aid all his professional duties. You must therefore always ready 
respond any and every call where may go. Any nurse who expects 
receive the favors the profession must also accept the responsibilities: they 
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hand hand. all professional work, and that nurse who fears 
where the doctor leads lacking the true professional spirit. may where 
danger faced the form infectious contagious disease, but there 
your duty lies. you fail here, you betray the trust reposed you your 
instructors and best friends, the doctors. Educate yourselves this state 
mind, fearlessly and willingly, and the danger remote. The power 
resistance great where the heart and the soul are the work. cannot too 
strongly emphasize this point, for fear that too many nurses have taken the 
opposite view their duty. 

suggest this one the topics for discussion this meeting the 
association. You owe the profession, who are always ready assume all 
the responsibilities devolving upon them, and whom you look for your sup- 
port and protection; you owe the public, who receive trained nurses the 
recommendations the medical profession, and, lastly, you owe yourselves 
and your association trained nurses, for you claim, and rightly, that you belong 
profession that aims benevolent work the cause humanity. 

“There more less prejudice against the trained nurse still existing 
the community. measure due the position assumed individuals, 
and not any means applicable the class. Not few you lack tact and 
wisdom your relation the families which you are employed. you fail 
adapt yourselves the domestic environment, generally your fault. You 
are employé the household, and the family circle may may not see fit 
receive you one its members. long you are treated with all the 
consideration that your comfort demands, consistent with your rights and privi- 
leges, you cannot reasonably ask for more—be sure you take less; where 
family manifest desire all they can aid you, and grant you all these 
rights and privileges, and yet cannot all that many others can, accept the 
spirit which offered, and not deem derogatory your calling 
all your power aid them, even you are obliged assume duties not legiti- 
mately belonging your profession—show willingness contribute whatever 
seems necessary bring your patient through successfully. The frailties and 
vanities humanity oftentimes manifested the ignorant and selfish may tax 
your patience its utmost, but here where your professional training must 
stand you far above it. wise serpents and harmless doves.” 

The commercial side your profession one fairly considered 
each and every one. You are honestly entitled compensation commensurate 
with the amount and character the duty well performed, while the same 
time you must, times, ready some portion the charity work 
which there always much the world done. The poor have with 
always. solving these various problems, bring their discussion your 
best judgment and wisdom, trying, far possible, not biassed purely 
selfish considerations.

Not content with things that have been done, but ever 
restless find new vistas with new horizons, his single-hearted devotion the 
development what best orthopedic surgery led him engage con- 
stant warfare ideas. matter whether the ideas were those colleagues 
his own, matter whether was right wrong, his energy gave life the 
subject and set men thinking. such active lives his that keep 
subjects alive, that keep men aroused, and lead them their utmost, and when 
this for selfish ena, but solely bent the interest science, have 
public benefactor whose usefulness exceeds that the capitalist who gives his 
million dollars the most worthy charity. The capitalist gains his fortune 
through his guidance the work others, and the scientist adds the total 
the world’s knowledge stimulating others follow his lead investi- 
gation, take long steps progress his suggestion. the professions 
there tendency for men fall asleep upon the soft pillows consensus 
opinion, but men like Dr. Phelps realize that consensus opinion often 
wrong because represents the lines least resistance, and turned all sleepers 
out and made them uncomfortable until they had made their own new opinions. 
Dr. Phelps was impatient with those who were contented their work, and 
impatient with himself, for realized that great fields for giving help 
suffering fellow-men lay still undiscovered. 

According human experience, greatness implies the possession con- 
structive motives, nobility purpose, catholicity view, erudition. 
Phelps’s motives were always constructive; his ideals were the noble sort that 
included interest before the interest the sufferer. His views were 
comprehensive that could not long remain partisan any field aside from 
that definite knowledge. His learning was that the man alert conception 
and trained memory. Dr. Phelps then was great man, and his opponents 
are the ones who would say it, sooner than himself would have acknowl- 
edged it. 

“It was not our school alone, nor the city, nor the State, nor 
America that his talents were recognized, but wherever the world men are 
engaged studying the things that studied, gave direction their 
methods and force their efforts. influence like that Dr. Phelps that 
the wireless telegraph, sending through invisible ether impulse that felt 
and that meets sympathetic response minds that vibrate unison all 
distances, expenditure energy that finds its kinetic the development 
new knowledge. Yet was not the one say that was right, only that 
wanted right and that wanted others right. 

was proud his strength yet modest the presence those who

who knew him best, knew how much humility there was beneath his forceful 
bearing. 

And speak Dr. Phelps the surgeon, what shall say him 
the citizen, the friend, the husband and father? Matters public 
interest were matters with which made himself conversant, and whether 
home abroad formulated views public affairs with clearness view 
that engaged the attention statesmen. friend was loyal almost 
the point weakness.

“During the first winter they get lectures anatomy, physiology, and 
bandaging, first aid and ambulance work, and surgical nursing, and first course 
hints general nursing and nursing ethics. During the second year, medical 
nursing, fever nursing, lectures different organs and their diseases, eyes, ears, 
throat, nose, and second course hints general nursing and nursing ethics. 
Third year, lectures foods and hygiene, instruments, preparatory classes for 
examination. 

The lectures anatomy, physiology, and surgery are given the 
the lectures medical and fever nursing, foods, and hygiene the medical 
superintendent; hints general nursing and nursing ethics the matron. 

“Preparatory classes for examination are held both physicians. The 
instructors are not paid. Practical nursing taught altogether the wards, 
besides hospital economy much possible. 

Probationers not have any responsibility. 

nurses have the opportunity spend their fourth year the lying-in 
and department, where lectures the subject are given, and after 
completing the fourth year they can obtain separate diploma for monthly 
nursing.

nurses receive first salary forty dollars; after one and half 
years, eighty dollars. Certificated nurses, suitable, receive one hundred dollars. 
Head nurses receive salary from one hundred and twenty two hundred 
and forty dollars. Board and laundry free for everybody. 

Nurses and probationers have one whole day off and one free evening once 
week alternately. They are allowed sleep out. Certificated nurses are 
allowed out after supper from seven-thirty ten-thirty Probationers 
have this permission once week, they ask leave. Nurses are duty eleven 
hours per day.”

Dear wonder why that more good nurses are not willing 
take head-nurse positions hospital wards? inclined think good 
deal that nurses estimate the salaries given these positions too 
small make worth while. They are small, course, yet think many nurses 
not carefully enough into financial details get really sound notion 
comparative values salaries and income. The rates paid private duty seem 
alluring, yet the sound economist estimates salary not what for day 
week month, but what year. Few nurses think far ahead 
this money matters. 

nurse private duty must keep her room, about ten dollars month, 
and must spend considerably more clothes than one hospital position. Then, 
she never knows how irregular her work will be. 

The hospital nurse gets, her board and laundry, least the equivalent 
twenty-five dollars month, which other self-supporting women have pay 
out salaries. sounds larger say you have salary fifty sixty 
month, yet the hospital nurse who gets twenty-five thirty-five with 
expenses getting the same the woman who has the larger sum and has 
board and lodge herself. 

Another important factor the net income for year found moving 
about compared with remaining one place for length time. Staying 
quietly one place for few years means saving money; moving about, 
changing positions, getting different kinds outfits for new kinds work,—all 
mean extra expenditure, and reduce the nurse’s net balance. Some kinds 
work which have attached them very attractive salaries bring with them 
conditions, responsibilities, and duties which compel large outlay money 
order meet the necessities the life. Thus, number circumstances 
need considered taking work, and great pity that more women 
not regard with favor the head-nurseship ward. The position dignified, 
the work attractive, the opportunities for good are unlimited. The head nurse 
may reap confidence, love, and high esteem her position; may take im- 
portant part training others, and need not lose entirely her hold the 
world outside. the English hospitals one finds head nurses retaining their 
wards for years, and the atmosphere charged with the motherly and home- 
making personality. The American nurse might well less nomad and 
more home-maker. NURSE. 

Dear Epitor: would like suggest that the different State societies keep 
mind two practical points for their State laws.
